The rate increases in the Senate 
bill include a 5-cent stamp for 
nonlocal letters in the three years 
starting July 1, 1958, a provision 
not included when the House 
passed the measure last year. The 
Senate bill also calls for 4 cents 
on local letters. 

After the 3-year period the rate 
on ail first class letters would be 
set permanently at 4 cents, under 
the Senate measure. 

The House voted for a flat 4- 
cent rate, without any provision 
for the temporary 5-cent stamp. 


OTHER MAILS, TOO 


Also in the Senate version are 
substantial rate increases for all 
other classes of mail including an 
8-cent airmail stamp compared 
with the present 6 and boosts for 
newspapers, magazines and ad- 
vertising circulars and cata- 
logues. 

The postal pay ralse included 
in the bill averages 12'2 per cent. 
Each worker would get 7% per 
cent but those in the lower five 
grades also would receive a $240 
cost-of-living bonus, those in the 
sixth grade would get $160, and 
the seventh grade $80. 0 

The pay raises would be retro- 
active to Jan. 1 this year.

Sammie Dean has been 
under suspension since Feb. 17 
in connection with the’ appearance 
of printed cards reading ‘One 
Down—Eight to Go’ in obvious 
reference to the expulsion of 
Minniejean Brown, one of the 
nine Negroes who entered Central 
High last Sept. 25 under federal 
troop protection. 

There have been numerous 
racial clashes and bomb scares at 
the big school in recent months 
and last week the school board 
petitioned a federal court to sus- 
pend the integration program.

Yardstick Applied 
By Cheney Griffin 


“If you get your job through politics 
and -you lose your job through politics, 
so what?” 

So commented Cheney Griffin, the 
governor's aide and brother, on the firing 
of Rep. Tom Martin of Banks County who 
had been in charge of highway mainte- 
nance in his county. 

Rep. Martin didn't vote “right” on 
the rural roads bill. In fact, hersays he 
didn't vote at all because he was home 
sick at the time. 

This newspaper has no brief for 
legislators being on the state payroll in 
the first place. It puts them in the posi- 
tion of trying to serve two masters, the 
people who elected them and the gover- 
nor who hired them, and at times there 
is a conflict of interests. 

Nevertheless, in the case at hand we 
have an illustration of the yardstick used 
too often in the hiring and firing of state 
employes. You get your job through poli- 
tics and lose it through politics. 

The Martin incident sickened others, 
too. O. S. Garrison, a Banks County 
farmer-ginner, returned his commission 
as a lieutenant colonel on the governor's 
staff. 

Here is his comment: “I do not con- 
sider it an honor to any fair-minded citi- 
zen of the State of Georgia to serve on 
the governor’s staff... when the chief 
executive of the state will endorse the 
firing of the good people on the state pay- 
roll who do not see eye-to-eye with him 
on all the administration’s proposed legis- 
lation.” 

Cheney Griffin has provided about as 
clear a definition as any as to whether or 
not a state employe keeps his job. 

But let’s always remember this: 
Fither there's a need for a man to be hired 
to a job or there isn’t. If there isn't a need 
for the job, then the payroll is being pad- 
ded at the taxpayers’ expense. Either a 
man is qualified to do a job and does it or 
he doesn't and should be fired. 

3ut this business of a man’s politic: 
being the barometer as to whether or not 
he gets or keeps a state job has an aroma 
about it that turns the stomach 

Is this to be the pattern for the purge 
that has begun? While applauding econo- 
my in government, we cannot condone

There is a growing public demand that 
Federal Communications Commissioner 
Richard A. Mack should resign. As a 
congressional critic has noted, Mr. Mack 
should get out even if he did not know, 
as he claims, that an insurance com- 
pany with which he was doing business 
has been doing business with the TV sta- 
tion licensed with the. assistance of Mr.

Also, is it possible that persons en- 
gaged in the small loan business, of 
which Mr. Cravey is the commissioner, 
might deem it advisable to place their 
insurance With one of Mr. Cravey’s em- 
ployees who is engaged in the insurance 
business? These just the 
questions that arise. 

It's either right or wrong for a public 
official to allow. such a condition to exist.

But Inflating Academic Task 


Tougher Scholastic Chores 
Challenging, Harrison Says 


By BERT PRATHER 
While answering questions on education during a 
Pittsburgh press conference, Georgia Tech president 
Edwin D. Harrison said, ‘‘continual raising of scholastic 
requirements in our colleges may make it more difficult 
for many of them to stay in big time football.” 


Quoting out of context, the Pitts- 
burgh press and later a wire 
service came up with expanded 
stories saying Georgia Tech may 
no longer be a major football 
power. 

Reached In Washington late 
Friday night, Harrison said he 
was most surprised and shocked 
to read the Pittsburgh version 
of his interview. “They misrep- 
resented by remarks,” he said. 


“Certainly academics come first 
at Georgia Tech, but we hope to 
field a representative team.”

Bill Rae, boss editor of Outdoor Life, and I, 
had spent Saturday morning around such places 
as Scarsdale, White Plains, Mt. Kisco and Pleas- 
antville, looking into the tackle stores and ask- 


ing questions about the various types of lures 
most popular in that country. One of the impres- 
sive facts was that most of those stores go in 
for small trout flies, and that many of the deal- 
ers even tie special flies to order for their 
customers. They have only a limited stock of 
popular casting and spinning lures such as we 
use in this country—and I do mean limited. You © 
can hide the bass-catching plugs in most of 
those stores under the counter of any fishing 
tackle dealer in this neck of the swamp and 
never know it is there. 

We drove up to Chappaqua and Bill's house
